years had stood in opyosition to «4 
despotic union of European  nation- 
through her fleet, and without sup» 
port from others parts of the Empire 
this might be lost, and then the Brit- 
ish Empire and its ideals and influ- 
ence would go, Canada was directly 
interested in this, for without the 
power of the Empire behind her. she 
possibly would not have secured Ja- 
pan’s consent to waive her treaty 
rights for immigrants here. and the 
Monroe doctrine of the United States 
would not protect Canndiar trade 
from foreign attack in case a powerful 
nation went to war with Great Bri- 
tain, 


“Of coursé we are going to build our 
line into Edmonton so that we can form 
union terminals with the Canadian Nor- 
thern. 1 am not prepared to says as to 
whether q@e wili build our own passen- 
ger line into the cits or use the C.N.R. 
track, you had better see Mr. Morse 
about that.” é 

This was the reply made by Chas. M. 
Hays, president of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway, when interviewed by a 
Bulletin representative this morning re- 
garding the entrance of that transcon- 
tinental railway into Edmonton, Mr. 
Hays and party returned about 10 o'clock 
this morning from the west where they 
have been looking over the G.T.P. grade 
between this city and the Pembina river. 

“We are making our annual trip of 
inspection of our lines,” said Mr. Hayes, 
“and find everything in a satisfactory 
condition. We are pleased with the pru- 
gress of thr construction and I believe 
the line will be completed from coast tc 
coast well within the specified time, 1911. 
The chief cause of delay just now has 
been with our bridges, both the Battle 
and Saskatchewan River bridges delaying 
the work of steel laying at present. How- 
ever, these are being rushed to comple- 
tion as fast as possible.” 

“What are the chances of getting into 
Edmonton with steel this year?” Mr. 
Hayes was asked. 

“Well, I think they should be pretty 
good,””’ was the reply. “The workmen 
expect to complete the Battle River 
bridge by the middle or end of Novem- 
ber and if the Clover Bar bridge does not 
take too long the rails should reach Ud- 
monton by the end of the year. Both 
the Battle River and Clover Bar bridges 
are large, however, and it depends large 
Iv on the weather we have, the progress 
they make in construction, 

“Today a report was received from 
Winnipeg that track-laying on the G. 
T.P. West of Edmonton would be started 
about November Ist. Is that report cor 
rect?” 

“We have set no date for commencing 
to lay steel west from Edmonton,” re 
plied Mr. Hayes. ‘‘We will push the work 
forward as fast as possible but I do not 
think we will lay «teel west from here 
until that immediately east of the city 
is comp . It is probable, however, 
that steel will be Jaid westward from 
mene scme time during the coming 
winter.” 4 

Mr, Hayes expressed himself as high- 
ly pleased with the appéarance of the 
eauntry west of Edmonton,’ It was his 
fifst trip through the country between 
Edmoftton and the Penibina River and 
he was delighted with the fertile country 
whore mixed farming is carried on 60 ex- 
tensively. Asked when the contract for 
grading that scction of the G.T.P. west 
of Wolf Creek would be let Mr. Hayes 
stated-that- it would - probably be let 
shortly, possibly as soon as the officials 
returned cast. 

F. W. Morse, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the G.T.P., when asked 
if the company would build a line into 
Edmonton.over ‘the right of way secured 
for them by the city or whether they 
would use the €.N.R. tracks, stated that 
he had nothing new to say on this mat 
ter. 

“We told you our plans when we first 
arranged to build to Edmonton and‘} 
think the people are getting tired read 
ing the same thing over again. We arn 
building in here as fast as possible and 
hope tv be in Edmonton in the near fu- 
ture.”

FUTILE ATTEMPT TO 
SCALE MOUNTAIN PEAK 


Prof. Coleman, of Toronto University, 
and His Party Return After Mak. 
ing Vain Effort to Reach Summit 
of Mount Robson--Made Many In- 
teresting Observs' ions. 


Prof. A, P. Coleman, a noted Can 
adian geologist” mineralogist wud ex- 
plorer, and professor of geology in 
the University of Toronto, stopped in 
Edmonton last evening on his way 
to Toronto, efter having spent two 
months in exploring sections of the 
Rocky mountains west of Edmonton, 
which probably never before have 
been traversed by a human being. 
Accompanying Prof. Coleman were his 
brother, L. Coleman, of Morley, Alta., 
and Rev. G. R. B. Kinney, of Vic- 
toria, B.C. John Yates, of Lae Ste. 
Anne, acted as outfitter for the party. 

Professor Coleman asks for no bet- 
ter method of taking a vacation than 
to scale mountains never before at 
tempted by man, to penetrate dis- 
triets far beyond the pale of civiliza- 
tion, to prospect for mineral deposits 
in. new Eldorados, or to some- 
thing «to the text books on Canadian 
geology and geography irom some re- 
mote..corner cf the Dominion. Al- 
though etill strong and active, he has 
for many , years n identified witn 
the Rocky mountains, having pene 
trated botli the Rockies and the’ Sel 
kirks before a survey was made for 
a railroad. In addition to this he has 
studied the geological formations of 
the Laurentian range in Quebec and 
Labrador and in the wilds of New 


Ontario, 
Mount Robson. 

In the course of no fewer than 
twelve expeditions in the fastnesses 
of British Columbia, Prof. Coleman 
has scaled nearly all the famous peaks 
in the province. Mount Robson, 
however, is the height of his ambition 
on account of it being one of the 
highest and most difficult of access 
and because it has hitherto’ baffled 
his efforts. Last year he attempted 
the ascent but did not come within 
several thousand feet of the summit 
on account of unfavorable weather. 
The mountain lies on the west slope 
of the Rockies almost due west of Ed- 
monton and just to the north of the 
Grand .Trunk Pacific survey, which 
penetrates the mountains through the 
Yellowhead pass. The failure’ last 
‘eav ouly fired the dauntless profes- 
or to make engther attempt. He 
sathered his party together and set 
ut from Edmonton along the G. T. 
>, trail two months age. 

Most Severe Storms. 

“Well we have failed again,” said 
Professor Coleman, when interviewed 
by a Bulletin representative last even- 
ing regerding his experiences. “Of 
course, {rom our venture last year we 
knew what to expect in the line of 
weather, but we found it most severe. 
Out of nineteen days that we were 
m the mountain there were only four 
lays when it did not snow heavily. 
We reached a height of 11,000 feet 
but could not get suitable weather to 
‘nake the final ‘dash. so were compel- 
ed to give it up. We experienced a 
terriyle series of snow storms. With 
he first snow faliing all the time and 
‘overing up the crevices and danger- 
rus places, it would only have been a 
wanton risk of life to have attempted 
© proceed.” 

“It was simply heartrending,” con- 
nued the professer, “to have to git 
n our tepees day yiter day waiting for 
avorable weather. Two days of clear 
veather would have made the ascent 
possible, so we held off. as long as 
ve could but the summit was per- 
tually wreathed in heavy clouds. 
Finally we ran out of supplies and 
had to live on),goat meat. Under 
such cireumstances there was nothing 
to do but return.” 

_ Finest of Glaciers. 

Referring {o the ‘glacial formation 
Prof. Coleman said that the ice glac- 
ers on Mount Robson are the finest 
in the Canadian i A whole 
lay was spent crossing these. One 
glacier alone feeds both the Fraser 
ind the Peace rivers, one flowing to

THE EMPEROR OF THIBET. 


(s In Pekin, Where He Is Being Roy- 
ally Entertained, 


Pekin, Sept. 29.—Dalai Lama, of 
Thibet, accompanied by a retinue of 
eighty attendants, arrived this afler- 
noon from Ting Chow, a city in Chili 
province about forty miles southwest 
of Poating Fu. A throng of emissar- 
ies met him at Paotingfu, and he was 
received in a royal maquer by a large 
number of Imperial as well as Pekin 
officials, who journeyed out from the 
capitol for the purpose. He was es: 
corted to the Yellow Temple, where 
he has made hig headquarters, An 
elaborate programme of royal enter- 
tainment has been prepared. This 
includes the ceremony of “kowtow- 
ing’’ to the emperor, but it is believed 
Dalai Lama has refused to perform 
this function.

They 
also inspected the plants in Colling- 
wood, Brantford, London, Hamilton, 
Ottawa, Buffalo, Chicago and Winni- 
peg. In Chicago they visited Swift's 
big. plant and stock yards and were 
very. courteously treated by the offi- 
efals of that company who gave them 
afl the information they required: 

Mr. Harrison stated that the co-op 
erative packing plants in Ontario had 
not proved very successiul, as the 
farmers would not support them as 
they should, Pork in Ontario’ is very 
seatce, at the present time, and the 
price ia 64% and 7 cents per pound, 
Among all the emaller plants they had 
visited in Ontario, Mr. Harrison said 
he did not see one to equal the plant 
recently established in Edmonton. 

The commission have now practical- 
ly concluded their investigations, and 
will prepare a raport to be presented 
to the provincial government on the 
pork industry in Alberta, and the 
advisnbility of establishing a govern: 
ment packing plant in the province.

“We have mappéd out several hun- 
dred square miles of country hitherto 
not appearing on any map and includ- 
ing the head waters of Moose River 
and Grand Forks river, the Smoky 
river, the latter being_a tributary of 
the Peace. We also found that the 
boundary between Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia has been hitherto too 
much to the east. It should be the 
watershed of the glacier, where part 
of the glacier flows to the Fraser river 
and. part to the Peace river in Al- 
berta. No boundary dispute, however, 
is likely to occur. .We also explored 
many of the valleys of the rivers 
where. we met some prospectors look- 
ing for mineral deposits. My opinion
